Lima, Perú (EFE) — En una histórica 
sentencia, la primera que se dicta en su con- 
tra desde que fuera extraditado, un tribunal 
peruano condenó al ex presidente Alberto Fu- 
jimori a 6 años de prisión por el allanamiento 
ilegal de la casa de la mujer de su ex asesor 
Vladimiro Montesinos.

California lidera la caída de 
precios de la vivienda del país 


Los Ángeles (EFE) — Cali- 
fornia, Florida y Michigan son 
los estados que han registrado las 
mayores caídas de precio de casas 

_que, por primera vez desde 1994, 
presentaron una disminución de 1 
por ciento en el último trimestre y 
1.8% en comparación anual. 

Según el reporte sobre el tercer 
trimestre de 2007 de la compañía de 
análisis Global Insight, 171 de las 
330 áreas metropolitanas estudiadas 
presentaron rebaja en el precio pro- 
medio de la vivienda familiar, con 
respecto al trimestre anterior. 

“La actual recesión de vivien- 
da, las dificultades en los mercados 
financieros, la estrechez de los 
estándares de crédito y los grandes 
inventarios de casas para la venta, 
continuarán presionando la caída de 
los precios”, anunció James Diffley, 
ejecutivo de Global Insight. 

Al comparar las cifras con las 
de hace un año, 98 de esas áreas 
metropolitanas mostraron pérdida 
de precio, mientras 18 tuvieron una 
disminución de 10% o más en sus 
valores. 

De las áreas metropolitanas 
afectadas nueve pertenecen a Cali- 
fornia y seis a la Florida. Michigan 
y Nevada son los otros dos estados 
más afectados. 

En el “Estado Dorado”, la 
ciudad de Merced presentó la 
mayor caída de precios (16.4%) con 
respecto a 2006, seguida de Santa 
Bárbara (15.1%). 


En Florida las disminuciones 
mayores se presentaron en Punta 
Gorda (14%) y el área metropolitana 
de Cape Coral-Fort Myers (12%). 

La reducción de los precios 
disminuyó el número de mercado 
de vivienda extremadamente so- 
brevalorados a 38 en toda la nación, 
en comparación con 63 de un año 
atrás, señala el informe.<>

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Bush veta por segunda vez proyecto 
de seguro de salud para niños 


Washington (EFE) — El 
Presidente de EE.UU., George 
W. Bush, vetó por segunda vez un 
proyecto de ley que extendería la 
cobertura sanitaria infantil a diez 
millones de niños de familias 
desfavorecidas que no pueden 
acceder a un seguro médico. 

En una carta dirigida al Con- 
greso de EE.UU., el mandatario 
justifica su decisión con el argu- 
mento de que la ley permitiría a 
adultos entrar en el programa, cu- 
briría a familias con ingresos por 
encima de la media y aumentaría 
los impuestos. 

“Esta ley no da prioridad 
a los niños pobres y movería al 
sistema de salud en la dirección 
equivocada”, dijo Bush. 

El mandatario resaltó que 
“el objetivo de EE.UU. debería 
ser ayudar a que aquellos niños 
que no tienen cobertura médica 
puedan formar parte del sistema 
privado y no que aquellos niños 
que ya tienen un seguro privado 
puedan cambiarse al programa 
estatal”. 

El pasado 1 de noviembre, 
el Senado aprobó esta ley con 64 
votos a favor y 30 en contra. La 
iniciativa comprende la cobertura 
médica a unos cuatro millones de 
niños de familias desfavorecidas, 
que aunque no pueden contratar 
un seguro privado, no son tan 
pobres como para formar parte del 
programa público Medicaid. 

De haber sido promulgado, el 
Programa Estatal de Salud Infantil 
(SCHIP) habría beneficiado a un 
total de 10 millones de niños e 
incluiría a unos 1.4 millones de 
infantes hispanos. Además, se 
incrementaría la financiación 


pública en 35,000 millones de 
dólares para un periodo de cinco 
años, en lugar de los 5,000 mi- 
llones adicionales propuestos 
por Bush. 

El gasto actual para las arcas 
estatales se sitúa en 25,000 mi- 
llones de dólares.El incremento 
de fondos se habría financiado 
con un incremento de 65 centa- 
vos en los impuestos federales a 
los cigarrillos, algo que ya causó 
objeciones en la primera versión 
del proyecto. 

Bush ya vetó en octubre 
un proyecto muy similar con el

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Republicans against amnesty 
for undocumented immigrants

Seven Republican hopefuls for the 
White House staged their first debate in 
Spanish in which they acknowledged the 
Latino electorate’s loss of confidence in 
them, even as they united in opposition 
to anything smacking of amnesty for the 
country’s estimated 12 million undocu- 
mented immigrants. On this occasion the 
Republicans decided to forego their now 
customary exchange of verbal attacks to 
concentrate on a fundamental problem: 
winning back the trust of Hispanic vo- 
ters. 

The debate in Spanish came at a low 
point for Republicans, when a large part 
of Hispanic voters have gone to the Demo- 
cratic party and only 23 percent, according 
to a recent study by the Pew Hispanic 
Center, back their candidates. Organized 
by the country’s main Spanish-language 
television network, Univision, the forum 
on the University of Miami campus re- 
peated the formula used with Democratic 
candidates: the presenters asked questions 
in Spanish and the candidates answered 
in English with a simultaneous Spanish 
translation. 

Univision anchors Maria Elena Sali- 
nas and Jorge Ramos were the moderators, 
asking tough questions about immigra- 
tion. “... They are not doing a good job,” 
former Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee 
admitted when asked what caused the drop 
in Hispanic support for the Republican 
Party. Huckabee, currently running just 
six points below Rudy Giuliani in the la- 
test Los Angeles Times poll, said that the 
priority of his party is to “reach out to the 
Hispanic population” living in the United 
States. At the same time, he remained op- 
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posed to a quick path to legalization for 
undocumented immigrants. 

Mitt Romney, who supported the 
idea of broad immigration reform when 
he was governor of Massachussets but 
has since retreated from that stance, also 
spoke against anything resembling am- 
nesty for the undocumented. But Romney 
also sought to stress points of agreement 
between his party and Latinos, saying: 
“The Republican Party can connect with 
Hispanic voters like other Americans, 
because there are some particular connec- 
tions between our party and the Hispanic 
people.” In that regard, he mentioned fam- 
ily values and faith. 

Giuliani, ex-mayor of New York and 
currently leading in national polls, also 
acknowledged that the point of taking part 
in the Univision debate was to win back 
the support of the Hispanic electorate. 

“Hispanic-Americans have already 
reached great heights in America. I saw 
that in my city. They pushed us to be bet- 
ter,” he said. “They're coming here to be 
Americans, and they’re making us better 
by being here in America.” Yet he, too, 
stressed the primacy of securing the border 
over moves in favor of undocumented 

As for a possible amnesty for the 12 
million undocumented aliens, the Repub- 
lican hopefuls were decidedly against it 
and, with certain nuances, said that the 
first thing to do is end illegal immigration 
and secure the border with Mexico.Close 
to 44.6 million Hispanics live in the United 
States, of which an estimated 5.7 million 
are registered voters.

Informe alerta de que leyes 
anti-inmigrantes conllevan per- 
JUICIOS £CONÓMICOS 

Muchas de las leyes anti-inmigrantes 
adoptadas por los estados conllevan perjuicios 
económicos, como una subida de los costos en 
la construcción y de los gastos de las pequeñas 
empresas, según un informe. 

El estudio no coloca una cifra total al daño 
que esas normas estatales podrían ocasionar a 
la economía porque son demasiado recientes, 
según su autor, Peter Creticos, quien en su lugar 
apunta los tipos de perjuicios que es previsi- 
ble esperar. El informe fue encargado por la 
Cámara de Comercio, la Asociación Nacional 
de Constructores de Viviendas y la Asociación 
Nacional de Contratistas de Tejados, asociacio- 
nes que rechazan las medidas anti-inmigrantes 
debatidas a nivel nacional y estatal. 

Sus defensores afirman que negar servi- 
cios públicos a los inmigrantes clandestinos 
ahorrará dinero al erario y disuadirá a otros 
extranjeros a entrar en el país. Una de las piezas 
claves de esta estrategia es el endurecimiento 
de las normas que obligan a las compañías a 
verificar la situación legal de sus empleados.

El delito o crimen es toda 
aquella conducta que está sancio- 
nada por la legislación penal. En 
Estados Unidos de América, un 
crimen es aquella conducta inco- 
rrecta clasificada por el estado o el 
Congreso como felonía (felony) o 
crimen menor (misdemeanor). Por 
lo tanto, un crimen es una ofensa en 
contra de las leyes públicas, lo que 
comúnmente se refiere solo a las 
felonías. Por felonía se debe de en- 
tender todo aquel crimen serio que 
conlleva a una pena de al menos un 
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año de prisión. Es decir, el rango de 
penas que se impone por la comisión 
de una felonía va desde un año en 
prisión hasta la pena capital. 

Por otra parte, el crimen menor 
o misdemeanor son aquellas .con- 
ductas que usualmente se castigan 
con multas, servicios comunitarios, 
o con ambos, o con penas de hasta 
máximo un año en prisión. Sin em- 
bargo, una persona que ha cometi- 
do en repetidas ocasiones ciertos 
crímenes menores o misdemeanors, 
debido a su reincidencia, puede ser 
juzgado por la comisión de una 
felonía. En otras palabras, la reinci- 
dencia de ciertos crímenes menores 
pueden constituir una felonía. 

Es importante aclarar que 
dependiendo del crimen cometido, 
de la pena impuesta y de los ante- 
cedentes del sentenciado, existe la 
posibilidad de que la pena privativa 
de libertad se conmute por libertad 
supervisada (probation). 

Relación entre un crimen 
y la situación migratoria de un 
individuo 

En principio, el ámbito migra- 
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torio y el ámbito criminal o penal 
se rigen por legislaciones distintas. 
Sin embargo, una falta cometida en 
alguno de los dos ámbitos puede 
tener repercusiones en el otro. Es 
sumamente importante que una 
persona que tiene posibilidades de 
regularizar su situación migratoria 
en este país no cuente con ante- 
cedentes criminales serios, es decir 
felonías. 

Las leyes aplicables en la ma- 
teria establecen que todo extranjero 
que ha sido convicto de una felonía 
es automáticamente inadmisible en 
este país. Esto abarca a las personas 
que están en proceso de regularizar 
su situación migratoria, residentes 
temporales, residentes permanen- 
tes y turistas, por lo tanto pueden 
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enfrentar un proceso migratorio de 
deportación o remoción. 

Esta norma únicamente se 
refiere a las felonías y no a los 
crímenes menores (misdemeanors). 
Sin embargo, recuerde que la reinci- 
dencia de ciertos crímenes menores 
pueden ser consideradas como una 
felonía. 

Para un extranjero que se en- 
cuentra en este país de manera 
indocumentada o irregular, existe 
el riesgo de que al ser detenido o 
arrestado por cualquier crimen, ya 
sea felonía o crimen menor, las au- 
toridades migratorias le impongan 
una orden de retención (immigra- 
tion hold), lo cual puede ocasionar 
que al momento de que concluya 
la sentencia impuesta, enfrente un 
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proceso migratorio de deportación. 
En el caso de las sentencias que 
concluyan por la comisión de una 
felonía, la deportación puede aplicar 
para cualquier extranjero sin impor- 
tar su calidad migratoria. 

Muchos migrantes aspiran a 
regularizar su situación migratoria 
en Estados Unidos. Si usted es uno 
de ellos, recuerde siempre que debe 
evitar la comisión de algún delito 
que pueda perjudicar definitiva- 
mente sus posibilidades. 

Si por desgracia usted llega a 
ser detenido o arrestado, recuerde 
también que tiene los siguientes 
derechos, sin importar su calidad 
migratoria: 

1. Derecho a permanecer ca- 
llado, todo lo que diga puede ser 
usado en su contra. 

2. Derecho a solicitar un abo- 
gado, aún si no tiene dinero para 
sufragar sus honorarios. 

3. Derecho a comunicarse con 
el Consulado de México.
